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“Ghe Opening of the First Seal 


T= Rev. 5:1, “And I saw in the 
right hand of him that sat on the 
throne a book written within and on the 
backside, sealed with seven seals.” 


Now we see that the Lamb, which is 
Jesus, took the book which contained the 
seven seals, and He opened the first seal. 
John heard one of the four beasts say, 
“Come and see.” What took place then at 
the opening of the first seal? Here it 
is: Rev. 6:2, “And I saw, and behold a 
white horse: and he that sat on him had 
a bow; and a crown was given unto him: 
and he went forth conquering, and to 
conquer.” 

Please get in touch with God as we go 
through this article, for we want all who 
read this to understand what we are talk- 
ing about. We don’t want any one to mis- 
understand this subject. 

There are so many denominations and 
sects that believe the rider on the white 
horse is Jesus, but if we study closely and 
are prayerful, we will see differently. 
Paul said in Timothy to study to show 
ourselves approved unto God, rightly di- 
viding the word of truth. Now this reve- 
lation was written after Jesus had died 
and gone back to glory, because John was 
cast on the Isle of Patmos for the gospel 
and a man like the Son of man appeared to 
him there. They thought they would get 
rid of old John but the Lord knew where 
he was and protected him. 

The book of revelation is a book that 
tells about “things which thou hast seen” 
(talking to John), and the “things which 
are,” also the “things which shall be 
hereafter,” so our text and theme are 
talking about things that shall yet come 
to pass. Why would Jesus have wanted 
to tell John all these things that hap- 
pened, when He came into the world? 
This is the answer. Such as Jesus coming 
to be the Savior of the world, John al- 
ready knew. Rev. 6:2 says this rider went 
forth conquering and to conquer. Did Je- 
sus do that when He came at first? He 
did not. No, the rider in Rev. 6:2 is not 
Jesus, neither does it have reference to 
Jesus. When He came they would not re- 
ceive Him but He said in St. John 5:43, 
“I am come in my Father’s name, and ye 
receive me not: if another shall come in 
his own name, him ye will receive.” 
Therefore, this rider on the white horse 
was not Jesus. The Bible doesn’t contra- 
dict itself and if this were Jesus there 
would be very much of a contradiction 
in the Bible, but, thank God, it works out 
just right and I believe what it says, don’t 
you? Jesus came in His Father’s name and 
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they would not have Him, neither did 
His brethren believe in Him. St. John 7: 
5. 
Another reason we don’t believe the 
rider on the white horse was Jesus is be- 
cause when Jesus goes to make an ap- 
pearing it says who He is or gives proof 
enough for you to know for sure that it 
is talking about Jesus the Son of God. 
You may ask, “Where?” Here it is. Rev. 
19:11-16. Look at these scriptures which 
let you know about Jesus when He starts 
to do something. They have reference to 
Jesus, without a doubt. 

Again, the rider in Rev. 6:2 is not Je- 
sus the Son of God because this rider has 
a crown and Jesus was not crowned when 
He was here, the people would not accept 
Him, and He won’t be crowned until af- 
ter the seven years’ tribulation is over. 
For proof of this read Rev. 19:12 where 
it says, “His eyes were as a flame of fire, 
and on his head were many crowns; and 
he had a name written, that no man 
knew, but he himself.” There is where 
Jesus comes on the scene with His 
crowns. He did not have any crown 
when He was here on earth. 

Some people who say the rider with the 
crown in Rev. 6:2 is Christ, say that this 
represented the gospel that was to be 
preached and is now being preached. How 
can that be when the Church is already 
caught up in the air, the rapture has al- 
ready taken place when these seals are 
opened? Now you will admit with me 
that the gospel was already being 
preached when John wrote this. Also, 
Rev. 4:1 says, “Come up hither, and I 
will shew thee things which must be 
hereafter.” Yes, this was to come to pass 
after John’s time, according to the Scrip- 
tures, and have you seen anything like I 
am telling you come to pass? John had 
never seen anything like it until the Lord 
caught Him up in the spirit and then he 
saw what was coming. He never did see 
these things happen, neither have you, but 
if you don’t get on the whole armor you 
will go through the awful tribulations 
that are coming upon this earth, 

Now you may ask me how I know that 
the church has been caught up in the air. 
Well, the Laodicean church will come in 
at the close of the Philadelphian church 
and the Philadelphian church will be 
caught up to meet Jesus in the air. These 
seals are not opened until after the Phila- 
delphian church is caught up. The good 
old Philadelphian church is the true 
church and that is the one in which we 
are now living. Rev. 3:10, “Because thou 
hast kept the word of my patience, I also 


will keep them from the hour of tempta- 
tion, which shall come upon all the world, 
to try them that dwell upon the earth.” 
Isa. 26:20, 21, “Come, my people, enter 
thou into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee: hide thyself as it were 
for a little moment, until the indignation 
be overpast. For, behold, the Lord cometh 
out of his place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth for their iniquity: the earth 
also shall disclose her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain.” 

Yes, I will admit that white pertains 
to the rider and white horse and I know 
that white represents or is an emblem of 
peace and you will see for yourself that 
Antichrist could use no better emblem 
than white ta deceive the people. You re- 
member the Word says that he will de- 
ceive the very elect if possible. Many will 
be deceived by his charming and clever 
talk. Jesus said to watch and pray. He 
told us all about these things coming and 
we must be wise. Be as wise as serpents 
and as harmless as doves. Matt. 10:16. In 
Rev. 6:2, this is Antichrist coming on 
the white horse and since we see that he 
will deceive the very elect if possible, 
there must be some sly way he is coming. 
Yes, he will come in a peaceful manner 
just to deceive the people. If he were to 
come fighting or in a destructive way, 
people would be afraid of him, but he is 
surely coming in a nice, kind, slippery 
way. 

He will make a one-week covenant 
with the Jews and things will go along 
very well for the first part of his reign, 
according to what he will do in the be- 
ginning of the last three years and a half, 
because he will break the covenant in the 
middle of the week. That is, for three 
years and a half he will rule peacefully 
and then he will break his covenant with 
the people. The last three years and a 
half he will rule with evil rulings. You 
see, he came on the scene at first to de- 
ceive the people into his way and I believe 
a great portion of the people will follow 
him and will believe he is the Christ, like 
some today believe the rider in Rev. 6:2 
is Christ. It is a sure thing that if he 
had come on the red horse at first he 
could never have gotten that covenant 
fixed with the Jews. Watch and pray, 
dear ones, the devil is working in every 
way he can to damn men and women, 
boys and girls, and he will get some of 
them, Don’t let it be you. Jesus loves you 
so why not come to Him and live for 
Him? The devil has blinded many but if 
you follow Jesus you will have light all

THE RAM’S HORN SOUNDS OVER 
JERUSALEM 

“And they shall hallow my Sabbaths” 
(Ezek. 44:24—Israel in the coming king- 
dom). 

The two striking features of Palestin- 
ian life today are said to be the revival 
of the Hebrew languege and the revival 
of the Jewish Sabbath. Prophecy tells us 
that in the approaching Kingdom age 
both of these features will characterize 
that period hence it is interesting to see 
the Jews already thinking along these 
lines, 

Says the ‘B’nai B’rith Messenger’: 

“Ushered in by the blowing of Shofar, 
Shzbat brings a virtual stand-still to the 
machinery of commerce and industry. In 
many places of business, the Friday after- 
noon preceding Shabat sees the cessation 
of all activities, so that for many hun- 
dreds of workers the week-end means Fri- 
day noon to Sunday morning. 

“It is a spectacle not without a stir to 
the imagination to witness the blowing 
of the Shabat Shofar. In Jerusalem there 
are approximately ten of these Shofar 
blowers who take their posts at sundown 
Friday afternoon to call the city to rest. 
In the fashion of the Scripture, some of 
them call to the people from the house- 
tops. The present writer for instance has 
frequently on a Friday afternoon heard 
the blowing of the Shofar from the roof 
of one of the most centrally-located ho- 
tels in Jerusalem. 

“The blast of the ram’s horn is a sig- 
nal for the immediate closing of all busi- 
ness doors. In the more modern parts of 
Jerusalem, this closing while speedily ac- 
complished is nevertheless done with a 
comparative gradualness. In the sections 
such as Meah Shearim, where dwell the 
pious Chassidim, the dispatch takes on a 
mad celerity that may sometimes bewil- 

der the newcomer. The bargaining stops 
at once and the shop-keeper may turn 
away from you and bang the heavy slid- 
ing door with a suddenness that may on 
occasion be breath-taking. 

“Not all in Palestine manifestly are 
pious, yet even the attitude of the free- 
thinking to the matter of Sabbath ob- 
servance shows a fine regard for the sen- 
sibilities of the more observing Jews. It is 
seldom, for instance, that one sees a per-

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Lamps “Ghat Go Out 


DeNNIs Hot 


Ev Our lamps are gone out. Matt. 
25: 8. 

The parables of our Savior are full of 
wisdom and beauty. They are intended to 
convey some great truth so that we may 
derive that beautiful instruction which 
is inculcated by them. A parable differs 
from a fable. A fable is a feigned story 
of an improbable nature. It is a fabrica- 
tion, A parable differs from the allegory. 
The ailegory is self interpreting. The par- 
able demands attention, insight, and 
sometimes an actual explanation. A par- 
able differs from a proverb in that it 
must include a similitude of some kind 
while the proverb may assert without a 
similitude some wide generalization of 
experience. Therefore a parable is literally 
a placing beside, a comparison, a simili- 
tude, an illustration of one subject by 
another. 

Jesus spake in parable. In our lesson we 
find the parable of the ten virgins, five 
of whom were wise and five were foolish. 
This very impressive parable speaks at 
once to the understanding, the conscience, 
znd the heart. 

Our Savior made no reference to the 
gay festivities, the wonderful procession, 
the beautiful mansion, the elaborate wed- 
ding, the sumptuous feast. These are not 
mentioned in the parable. The important 
lesson that Jesus intends to convey to us 
is that of preparation for the coming of 
the Bridegroom. The feast is spread, the 
invitation is abroad, the Bridegroom is 
coming, go ye out to meet Him. 

Five of these virgins were wise and 
wholly prepared. Five of them were fool- 
ish. They took lamps and vessels, but no 
oil, and at the very moment when they 
most needed oil their lamps went out. 
This is a terrible picture. 

Whzet are some of the lamps that go 
out? One, sinful pleasure is a lamp that 
goes out. This may be a gloomy picture, 
but yet it is true. The world is full of 
mourning, lamentation and woe. We see 
many dancing along in thoughtless gaity, 
and sporting on the brink of perdition, 
but this lightless of spirit is transient. 
Sorrow soon darkens the glare of sinful 
pleasure and leaves the soul in sad de- 
jection and despair. The lamp is gone out 
and they are left in darkness. A lamp 
must be replenished or it will go out. 
The light of sinful pleasure is shortlived. 
There is no brightness, no steady flame, 
no permanent illumination, it is fleeting. 
It may seem to shine for a little time, but 
there is nothing to keep it burning and 
the lamp goes out. It needs oil, the oil 
of grace divine. There is no illumination 


in the heart of those who are living in 
sinful pleasure. Therefore, they have 
wandered from the way of truth and the 
light of righteousness hath not shined 
upon them, and the sun of righteous- 
ness hath not risen upon them. They 
wearied themselves in the way of sinful 
pleasure and destruction, Yea, they have 
gone through desert places where there 
lay no way. What hath sinful pleasure 
profited them, or what hath the world 
with it’s gilded charms brought to them? 
All those things are passed away like a 
shadow and as the post that hasteth by. 
Their lamps are going out. Oh, that men 
were wise, and that they understood this, 
that they would just consider the latter 
end. She that liveth in pleasure is dead 
while she liveth. It is one of the false 
lights of the world. Each pleasure has 
its poison, and every sweet its snare, and 
yet how fleeting; just the light of the 
glowworm that must surely go out in 
the darkness. Their lamps will have gone 
out when the Bridegroom cometh. 


Another lamp that goes out is: Two, 
the lamp of pride. Proud people appear to 
be lit up but it is a false illumination. 
How dim and dull and offensive is the 
iamp of pride. Pride is not wlfat it ap- 
pears to be. It is outward show with no 
inward brightness. The heart that is il- 
luminated with the light of the Lord and 
fed with the oil of grace divine reflects 
its brightness in the face, for the face is 
the index of the soul, Moses wist not that 
the skin of his face shone. When Jesus 
was transfigured before His disciples, 
His face did shine like the sun. And all 
that sat in the council looking upon the 
face of Stephen saw his as it had been 
the face of an angel. It is the oil of grace 
divine that makes the face to shine. 
Pride is a lamp that goes out. The Bible 
says, “Pride goeth before destruction, and 
a haughty spirit before a fall.” Pride is 
the short cut to ruin. It is not a real 
light, it is an artificial affair. There is 
nothing real in pride. It is unsubstantial, 
just a fool’s paradise. It is a lamp without 
oil, a lamp without light, a false glare 
that goes out in the darkness. If we could 
only hear the yearning cry of the proud 
we would hear their pathetic pleading, 
“Give us of your oil, our lamps are’ going 
out.” This is sadder than it sounds. To be 
out in the darkness with danger ahead, 
and without oil in your lamps is fatal. 
Behold, the Bridegroom cometh, go ye 
out to meet him. This is a terrible pic- 
ture. I cannot make it serious enough. 
But there is one thing sure, the lamp of 
sinful pleasure, and the glare of pride will 
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have gone out long before the Bride- 
groom comes. You need the oil of grace 
divine. 

Three, the lamp of selfishness goes out. 
A selfish heart is an empty heart. It is 
without oil and without light. The oil of 
grace divine cannot be found in a self- 
ish heart. Selfishness is life in the dark- 
ness. There is no light in a life of selfish- 
ness, or pride, or sinful pleasure. These 
are all companions of the darkness. The 
world is full of selfish people living to 
themselves and for themselves. They are 
the parasites of society. There is no oil in 
their lamps, no light in their heart, no 
brightness in their countenance, no beau- 
ty in their character, no radiance in their 
presence, and no winsomeness in their 
personality. Their lamp is gone out. Their 
light is extinguished because of their sel- 
fishness. Selfishness belongs to the dark- 
ness. Keep your lamps well-trimmed and 
burning bright. Let your light shine, not 
only for yourself, but for others. 

Remember the fate of those foolish vir- 
gins, no oil in their lamps, they were 
lost. How sad. If there is no oil in your 
lamp do not wait until tomorrow, come 
to Jesus and let Him be your light, and 
at midnight when the cry is heard, be- 
hold, the Bridegroom cometh, go ye out 
to meet Him, you'll be ready. Will you 
embrace this opportunity? It is the only 
thing to do because you want to be ready 
when Jesus comes. Keep your lamps well- 
trimmed and burning. Behold, the Bride- 
groom cometh, Go ye out to meet Him. 

Please pray for me that I’ll have my 
lamp trimmed and burning and ready to 
go out to meet Him.

O man can serve two masters: for 

either he will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God cnd mammon,” Matt. 6:24. 


We find that the words in the above 
scripture came from the mouth of our 
Savior as He was preaching on the mount. 
He was preaching the gospel of the king- 
dom and was also at this time bringing 
into the minds of the people just the 
steps to take to reach the standard of per- 
fection. Paul also while preaching to the 
Ephesian church said that Jesus would 
present to Himself a glorious church not 
having spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, Eph. 5:27. Jesus had just told the 
people at this time on the mount, for 
them to be as perfect as the Father which 
is in heaven is perfect. As He continued 
to preach He at last told them that they 
couldn’t serve two masters for either 
they would love one and hate the other, 
or else hold to the one and despise the 
other.

We find over in 1 Cor. 10:24 21

where Paul is warning the Corinthian 
church against idolatrous worship. “But 
I say, that the things that the Gentiles 
(sinners) sacrifice, they sacrifice to dev- 
ils, and not to God: and I would not that 
ye should have fellowship with devils. Ye 
cannot drink the cup of the Lord, and 
the cup of devils; ye cannot be partakers 
of the Lord’s table, and the table of dev- 
ils.” Ye cannot serve God and mammon 
(or idol gods). In the beginning thru 
Moses God told the children of Israel 
that “thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me.” If you have anything between 
you and God, anything that you worship 
more than God like the rich young ruler 
did, that is your idol god. You don’t 
have to put up an image and worship it 
to worship an idol god. Jesus said, “Take 
heed and beware of covetousness.” 


If you love this world more than God, 
or if you have between you and God any- 
thing pertaining to worldliness, such as 
lusting after worldly things, you are not 
serving God. Jesus says take no thought 
for your life, what ye shall eat and what 
ye shall wear. Of course this scripture 
might be to the ministers but I believe 
it would be better for the lay members 
of the Church of God, who are worrying 
about hard times, to not study so much 
about this world, but obey God and He 
has said He would supply our needs. He 
even fed the children of Israel in the wil- 
derness with manna from heaven.

Let’s pray and read the Bible 
more and try our very best to keep our 
mind on heavenly things. It will help us 
to overcome the devil. 

Over in St. Luke’s gospel Jesus says, 
“Take heed to yourselves, lest at any time 
your hearts be overcharged with surfeit- 
ing, and drunkenness, and the cares of 
this life, and so that day (day of His 
second appezring) come upon you una- 
wares.

Notice how the devil works through 
Antichrist. Dan. 9:27, “And he shall 
confirm the covenant with many for one
